Among 
the innumerable gods ol the Hindu Pan- 
theon a discussion had arisen as to t&e 
principal personages. One of the Devas 
at last proposed to try a practical test 
by whioh the matter might be settled. 
Ho he went up and kicked Siva. The 
result was terrible: that god burst into 
a wild passion and destroyed some mil- 
lions of worlds before he calmed down 
again. The Deva then kicked Urahrna. 
This deity became angry, and grumbled 
and growled a little, out did nothing m 
particular. The Deva then approached 
Vishnu, who was asleep, but awoke in- 
stantly on being kicked.

When the Katha Yatra, or Car festi- 
al, takes place, accidents do happen ;

It is impos- 
sible to stop such a mass, and if any one 
should fall, hi! may bo trampled upon 
jysucli a surging crowd, anil the wheels 
of the car may aKo go over the body : 
but the frequency of auch events has 
Men exaggerated, and if there is blame, 
it is doubtful if Jagaimatha should bo 
made answerable.

pened when the Queen, or the Trince of 
Wales has made a state visit to the city 
that very serious accidents have occured, 
attended with loss of life; as a matter of 
fad such state processions through the 
streets of lx>ndori have seldon taken 
place without some one in the crowd 
iosiii"- his life, yet, no one ever dreams 
of ascribing to the royal personage just 
named such a character as has been 
given to Jagannatha. 
During the Car 


Festival self-immolation takes place. 
This, also, has been very much exagge- 
rated. 
Hamilton, in his Gazetteer, • 


states that during the four years prior to 
18:iO only three cases occurred, one said 
to be accidental, and the other two to 
get rid of excruciating diseases with 
which the victims were tormented." If 
this is anything like a fair estimate ol 
the death rate, there need be no hesita- 
tion in asserting, on tho basis of statis- 
tics, that the British cab is a much more 
bloodthirsty institution than the car of 
Jagannatha.— Franer'a Magn:ine.

Small farms Pay Best. 


The governor of Florida reports 


that the tendency of the agricultu 
ralista of that state is toward small 
farms. 
That is good news, and it is 


to be regretted that other states are 
not as wide awake as Florida. 


In California the farmers who earn 


most money per acre are those who 
have twenty or thirty acres in grapes 
and other fruit 
The richest New 


York farmers are those who have 
grown berries and added every year 
an acre or two to their pear orchard, 
and the most profitable farms of all 
are those within a few miles of the 
city, whose managers bank consider- 
able money yearly from the sale of 
vegetables grown on a few acres that 
are hired at rentals sometimes reach- 
ing three hundred dollars per acre 
per annum. 


One man who bought a Hudson 


river farm of twenty-three acres 
twenty years ago, has for years aver- 
aged seven thousand dollars yearly 
on the yield of pear trees that he 
planted himself. But tho American 
farmer generally seems to imagine 
that humanity needs only wheat, corn 
and pork, so he attempts to raise 
these on a large scale, while the veg- 
etables and fruit on his own table 
are purchased at high prices in city 
markets. 


The farmer should learn to eat 


something besides meat and bread. 
He should also learn that the people 
who do not own farms are willing 
and anxious to buy whatever vege- 
table products are fit to eat.

festival is to be realized nest April.

Stock in Montana. 


A representative of the Pioneer-Press 


was yesterday introduced to a couple of 
gentlemen at the Merchants' Hotel, both 
of whom were interested in stocb-rals- 


ir, the one in Montana, the other in 


Texas. The Texan was on his way to 
Montana with a view to decide for him- 
self the advantages tliat the latter 


i'fcrc.d over Texas for stock-raising. 
Tlie .Montana man is ilie junior member 
of a firm, which consists of himself and 
!>R>tli«r, that are eousidered as among 
ilia heaviest stock men in the Territory. 
They were almost tlie pinneers in stock- 
raising in the Territory of Montana, 
having commenced about sixteen years 
ago. 
Previous to this they were en- 


gaged in freighting I'rom St. Joseph, 
Mo., to Denver, Colo., and afterward, 
when the railroad was completed to that 
point, from Denver and Salt Lake to 
Helena, Montana Territory, which was 
then coming into prominence as a min- 
'' camp. These long trips were made 


with mules and cattle. Sixteen years 
ago the last trip of the season was made 
rather later than usual, and, owing to 
delays on the road, it became necessary 
to winter in Montana. With great mis- 
givings as to the result, the mules and 
cattle were turned loose to find what 
substance they could for themselves 
through the winter months. Spring ar- 
rived, when what was their surprise to 
find that the cattle turned up in mag- 
nificent condition, with a sleek, well-fed 
look that showed they had had no trouble 
in providing for themselves. 
It should 


be noticed, 
also, that 
the 
snows 


were reported that year to be deeper 
than usual. 
This, in conjunction with 


the fact that all the deer and elk they 
killed were found in remarkably good 
condition, led the brothers to the con- 
clusion that there was hardly a country 
in the world so well adapted to pur- 
poses of stock-raising. 


Returning to Denver, therefore, they 


sold their steers and mulos and bought 
stock cattle, which they drove into 
Montana, and from that date until now 
they have boon among the largest stock 
men in the Territory, From cuttle they 
went into the raising of sheep and 
horses, both of which latter are more 
profitable than cattle. 
It was stated 


that sheep were every year becoming 
more numerous in the Territory. Sheep 
require more care and attention than 
cattle and give correspondingly large 
results. 
It is also a business that re- 


quires less capital than it docs to engage 
in the raising of caltic. 
The expenses 


of herding and 
shearing, including 


herder's pay and board i'or one year, 
for a herd of L',UOO is about $2,000. The 
yield of wool will average $1.50 pel- 
head,or a total of >-'.'l,OUO. The increase 
of lambs can bo calculated at 25 per 
cent, of the original number of the herd, 
and, as at the end of the year they are 
of equal value to a, full-grown sheep, 
their value would be $1,000. The gain, 
therefore, i-i almost 100 per cent, with 
ordinary attention. It is estimated that 
there are now about -200,000 sheop in 
the eastern part of Montana, and the 
number will inorease rapidly, as new 
people aro constantly going into the 
business. 
Jn response to an inquiry as 


to the sheep freezing, it was stated that 
such a thing was unknown. 
It is true 


there have been losses, but in all cases 
death has been caused by suffocation, 
on account of the pens having been too 
small, so that the sheep have crowded 
together, one <m lop of the other; this 
causes thorn to sweat, and then when 
they are turned out in thocold air in the 
morning they take cold and die. 
The 


best cattle and sheep region was stated 
to be between the Clark Fork llottoin 
and the Musaelsliell Hivcr. 
The ex- 


ceptionally fertile and temperate region 
is, however, practically unoccupied as 
yet,
